Thus, it is much easier to obtain funds >£or 
an innovative instructional program than for safety, and security* .The t%sk^ 
however/ is not impossible. It requires a basic toowledge of how funding

This bullatin has stressed the fact that schools are at a disadvantage in 
seeking fijmding for safSty purposes from traditional education funding sources. 
The ideas presented tfan, however, help to overcome this disadvantage. To 
implement these ideas, school a^inistrators must be flexible in how they 
define their problems. They must be receptive to rarking with other agencies 
and donmunity groups ^in trying different approaches. They must be aggressive 
in the searcl^for funds 'and in lobbying legislators and other administrators. 
The chances of obtaining a grant will be increased if the tactics and attitudas
